New Peiping Note 
Reiterates Claims 


NEW DELHI (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter) ———Communist China has 
reaffirmed its Indian border 
claims but says she is willing 
to bring a “conciliatory and 
reasonable attitude” to discus- 
sions for a settlement, it was 
disclosed here Monday. 

The latest note, laid before 
the Indian Parliament, reiterat- 
ed the Chinese claim to large 
areas of Ladakh and the North 
East Frontier Agency, and re- 
asserts that the whole border 
is undelimited. 

Difficulties lie ahead, it says, 
but given good faith a solution 
can be found, and the friend- 
ship between the two countries 
will be and even 
developed. 

Communist Chinese Premier 
Chou En-lai, is due here April 
19 for talks with Indian Prime 
Minister Jawaharlal ‘Nehru on 
the dispute. 

Nehru informed the House of 
the People (lower house) Fri- 
day of China's reply to India’s 
last note on the border question 
and said then that it was a re- 
sume of what they had said in 
the past.

Sauer told Parliament the 
Government will continue on 
its regular program and Ver- 
woerd’s course, adding, “The 
Cabinet will see that peace and 
order are maintained.”

10,000 Koreans 
Stage Anti-Rhee 
Riots in Masan 


Entire Nat’l Police 
Force Gets Alert; 
1 Reported Killed — 


MASAN, Korea, (UPI) 
—The entire national po- 
lice force of 36,000 men 
were placed on an alert 
standby early Tuesday to 
cope with any new emer- 
gency that may arise fol- 
lowing the bloody riots 
staged Monday by more 
than 10,000 citizens 
against the Government. 


The rioting was dying down 
late Monday night as most of 
the mob began dispering along 
11 p.m. local time after word 
had spread that police reinforce- 
ments were coming in. 

The angry demonstrators, 
protesting the alleged fraudul- 
ent elections and demanding the 
arrest of policemen who shot 
and killed at least seven per- 
sons during the election day 
riots March 15, stormed the po- 
lice headquarters here. 


In the mad rioting one teen- 
ager named Kim Won Koo, 19, 
was reported shot in the chest 
and killed instantly in front of 
the police station, while four 
others were injured and hospi- 
talized. 

Eleven policemen were also 
reported injured when a hand 
grenade thrown by an uniden- 
tified demonstrator exploded in 
front of the: police station. 

The hand grenade is believed 
to have been stolen from the 
police arsenal. 

Police opened fire on the mil- 
ling rioters three hours after 
they began to storm the police 
headquarters. As of 10:30 p.m. 
they had fired some 200 rounds. 

They had been under strict 
orders not to us@ weapons 
against the demonstrators and 
had stood by helplessly as the — 
mob unleashed its fury. : 

But as in the March 15 riot 
the police firing only heighten- 
ed the mob anger. 

They tore through the police 
building, breaking furnitures, 
doors and windows and left 
the building in shambles. They 
also destroyed or damaged 
every police post in Masan, the 
City Hall and the ruling Lib- 
eral Party headquarters, the 
semiofficial Seoul Shinmoon bu- 
reau and the mayor's residence. 
They moreover burned the po 
lice chief's jeep. 

The mobs also attacked a 
county office where the ballots 
cast on March 15 were stored. 
They took away the ballots and 
scattered them in the streets. 

In nearby Pusan all city po- 
licemen, numbering some 1,000 
were rushed to Masan. 

In Seoul, the Home Minister 
held an emergency meeting 
with the police chiefs, 

Monday's demonstrations 
were started by 300 students 
who were angered by the ‘dis- 
covery of two shot up bodie= 
drifting in Masan Harbor. The 
dead were believed victims of 
the March 15 riots. ' 

The students gathered at first 
southern port city early in the 
evening. 

The crowd increased quickly 
and within a few hours had 
swelled to about 10,000, accord. 
ing to semiofficial sources. 

They then marched on the 
police headquarters, shouting on 
the way slogans calling on the 
“Syngman Rhee Government to 
resign,” “nullify the fraudulent 
elections and hold them again” 
and “arrest principal culprite in 
the Masan masacre.” |

struction at the Johnson Air Base. 


U.S. Returns Farman Voisin, 
First Aircraft Flown Here 


The first aircraft successfully 
flown in this country half a 
century ago returned to Japan 
yesterday from the United 
States where it has reposed in 
a museum since the. end of 
World War II. 

The historic aircraft is the 
French-made Farman Voisin 
biplane flown by Capt. (later 
general) Yoshitoshi Tokugawa 
of the former Japanese Army at 
the then Yoyogi Parade Ground 
{the present Washington 
Heights) in Tokyo on Dec. 19, 
1910, 

The biplane flew a distance of 
330 meters and reached an alti- 
tude of 76 meters during this 
momentous four-minute flight. 

The plane was removed to the 
U.S. by the occupation forces 
after the war and placed in the 
Air Force Museum at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base in 
Ohio. 

The U.S. Air Force recently 
decided to return the biplane to 
Japan on the occasion of the 
50th anniversary of its first 
flight in Japan as a gesture of 
goodwill. 

The biplane was dismantled 
and flown to Johnson Air Base 
outside Tokyo, arriving there 
yesterday morning aboard a C130 
Hercules transport. The plane 
will be reassembled and handed 
over to the Japanese Air Self- 
Defense Force in ceremonies 
next month. 

Col. Hiram R. Harggett, opera- 
tions chief of the Air Force 
Museum, who accompanied the 
plane here to supervise its reas-

White Paper: 


To Be Issued 


On Defense © 


The Defense Agency is expect- 
ed to publish shortly its first 
white paper on national defense. 

The document, being prepar- 
ed by the agency's Secretariat 
and expected to be completed 
by the end of next month, will 
give a picture of the state of 
this country’s defense as well as 
of the world. 


It will define Japan's role 
within the framework of the 
U.N. Charter and stress the 
need for the Japan-U.S. joint de- 
fense system. 


Defense Agency officials said 
that the white paper will deal 
in detail with such problems as 
the development of nuclear 
weapons, the means of trans- 
porting such weapons, how fu- 
ture wars will be fought and 
the military situation in the 
Far East. 


The white paper will point out 
that Japan, along with Okinawa, 
Taiwan and the Philippines, 
stands on the frontiers between 
the Free World and the Com- 
munist bloc in the Far East. It 
is vitally important for the 
United States so maintain the 
defense of this frontier, the 
document will stress. 

The document will also em 
phasize that Japan needs jd 
build up its defense strength to 
be able to ward off any aggres- 
sion and will ask the United 
States for military assistance if 
its own defense power is not 
sufficiently strong in time of 
emergency. 

The action of the Self-Defense | 
Force, therefore, will remain 
“defensive” in nature and any 
offensive operation, such as at- 
tacking the enemy’s bases, will 
be left to the U.S. forces, accord- 
ing to the white paper.

The Fisheries Agency, how- 
‘ever, is reacting cautiously 
toward the whaling plan, sub- 
mitted by the Nichiro Fisheries 
Co. and the Tokuyo Marine 
‘Products Co., from its assess- 
«ment of the present state of 
Whaling resources in north- 
ern Pacific waters. 
~ The two Japanese fishery 
firms.are seeking to engage in 
northern Pacific whaling to sta- 
bilize their business which is 
threatened by a gradual reduc- 
tion of the salmon catch quota 
@s a result of the annual Japan- 
Soviet fishery talks. 

Japanese whaling in the nor- 
thern Pacific has been conduct- 
ed jointly by three companies 
since 1952. They are the Taiyo 
Fisheries, Nippon Marine Pro- 
ducts and Polar Whaling com-

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The Attack on Dr. Verwoerd 


It is highly regrettable that the disastrous events in 
the Union of South Africa should have culminated in 
the shooting of the Prime Minister by a white farmer. 
But this only goes to show that it is easier to unleash 
violence than it is to restrain it after it is once unleashed. 
The situation in South Africa is that the Government 
has from time to time used violent means to repress 
the native population and it has responded to violence 
with violence. The resultant atmosphere appears to have 
infected other elements in the nation, and it is reported 
that there is considerable unrest among some of the white 
inhabitants. ’ 


We cannot, of course, say at this juncture what were 
the motives for the actions of Prime Minister Verwoerd’s 
assailant; no doubt we shall hear more on this point when 
he is brought before the court for trial. But it would 
appear that Dr. Verwoerd is regarded in South Africa as 
the man chiefly responsible for the harshness with which 
the black population is at present being treated. It may 
be that the would-be assassin believed that if he were re- 
moved from the scene there was a chance of more mod- 
erate leadership in the Government. Such a view would 
not justify his crime but it might help to explain it. 
However this may be, we ourself hope, and wé believe 
all well-wishers of South Africa hope, that the attack on 
the Prime Minister will lead to a more moderate policy 
and not a recrudescence of repression. Dr. Verwoerd’s 
own political party, the Nationalist Party, cannot be free 
from misgivings as to the effect upon South Africa of 
the universal condemnation abroad of the apartheid policy, 
while there are not wanting indications in the country 
itself that the success of any segregatian program such 
as has been launched by the Verwoerd Government must 
ultimately disorganize its entire economy. 
South Africa is still a member of the Commonwealth 
of Nations and although various Nationalists have clamor- 
ed for an independent republic, outside the Commonwealth, 
any such move is unlikely to help the country to solve 
its problems. 


In no country has more feeling been raised than in 
Britain by the recent events in South Africa. British Prime 
Minister Macmillan has resisted demands for the expulsion 
of South Africa from the Commonwealth, which wopld be 
an action of unheard-of nature, but in the face of parlia- 
mentary pressure he has had to undertake to convey in- 
formally to the South African,authorities British indigna- 
tion at the racial situation. It appears that he had intended 
to take the matter up with Dr. Verwoerd in London next 
month when the Commonwealth Prime Ministers meet. 
It is unlikely, in view of his injuries, that Dr. Verwoerd 
will be able to attend the London conference and the 
Minister of Justice, Mr. C. R. Swart, may take his place, 
but there is mo reason why the latter should not be in- 
formed of British views, The House of Commons has 
unanimously called upon the Macmillan Government to 
express Britain’s opposition to apartheid, to suggest the 
South African Government begin negotiations with the 
nonwhite leaders and to work for a modification of South 
Africa's racial practices. 

Nevertheless, it seems probable that the less interfer- 
ence from without in South African problems the better 
it will be. The situation that has arisen is a serious one, 
and the great need is not to exacerbate the antagonisms 
which have arisen among the different sections of the 
inhabitants. % 
We note that the South African Minister of Bantu 
Education, Mr. W. A. Maree, declared on Saturday that 
as long as the country remained a monarchy under the 
British Queen its 10 million blacks would regard the Gov- 
ernment as “second rate.” He said many Africans had 
the impression they could put pressure on the South 
African Government through the British as long as 
South Africa shared its head of state with Britain. 
The answer, he geclared, was to bring about a South 
African Republic as soon as possible, and he added that 
neither the terrorism of a handful of terrorists nor the 
attitude of the outside world would force South Africa 
to make concessions in its racial policy at this stage. 


Such statements are calculated to aggravate the situa- 
tion by bringing into play fresh causes for dispute, and 
building up a division. between the white inhabitants of 
British descent and those of Dutch origin, while a republic, 
established in order to provide a freer hand for the repres- 
sion of the blacks, could hardly be expected to flourish. 

The only path to a more reasonable state of affairs 
in South Africa, it seems to us, is a decision of the Gov- 
ernment to call into domestic conference worthy repre- 
sentatives of all sections of the nation with a view to 
securing unity of purpose. We do not think that if this 
were done in a proper manner, it need mean the surrender 
of any of the great advantages the white immigrants have 
conferred upon South Africa, and it seems essential that 
leadership should rest in the hands of the best men, be 
they British or Dutch, black or white, but with the consent 
and cooperation of the millions of people who at present 
-_ joy an inferior status in the country in which they were 

rn.

__Book Review 


THE CLASSIC NOH THEATER 
OF JAPAN. By Ezra Tound and 
Ernest Fenollosa. Néw Directions. 
164 pp. $1.25. 


This is the long-awaited re- 
print of “Noh, or Accomplish- 
ment,” the highly influential 
1916 “study of the classical 
stage of Japan” which, in effect, 
introduced the Noh drama to 
the general reading’public. Not 
all of the original is presented 
—the appendices are cut—but 
in their place is the first re- 
printing of Yeats’ introduction 
to another Pound edition of 
Fenollosa notes, “Certain Noble 
Plays of Japan.” 

The authors did not know 
each other, had never met, 
Fenollosa died in 1908, the year 
that Pound was having his first 
book published in Venice. Yet 
Pound was deeply influenced by 
the man and his writings. He 
himself wrote of Fenollosa 
that... “he cannot be looked 
upon as @ mere searcher after 
exotics. His mind was constant- 
ly filled with parallels and com- 
parison between Eastern and 
Western art. To him the exotic 
was a means of fructification.” 
The writings had the greatest 
influence on the young Pound 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
—as Earl Miner has—that 
Pound “has owed most in his 
poetic career to Fenoliosa.” 

Yet, despite the sincere admi- 
ration of the younger man, 
their books are in no sense a 
real collaboration. Mrs. Fenol- 
losa turned over the Noh drafts 
and notebooks in 1912 and after 
that Pound was on his own. 
Much later, in 1927, he wrote 
Glenn Hughes suggesting that 
he would like to revise the

Too, he was working with 
very incomplete drafts and his 
sole authority was dead. So, 
with complete enthusiasm and 
in nearly complete ignorance he 
plodded on. Yet fragmentary 
manuscripts need not limit the 
appeal of a Noh translation. 
No one would think, in the 
face of Arthur Waley’s monu- 
mental achievement, to com- 
plain that the texts from which 
he worked (all that the British 
Museum owned during 1920-21) 
were inadequate.

The “Suna Genji,” “Tsuenema- 


sa,” “Aoi no Uye,” “Genjo,” 
“Kumasaka,” “Kagekiyo,” and 
“Kakitsubata” (the ordering is 
Earl Miner’s) ere important as 
try. The language is so 
beatiful that the inaccuracies 
almost unimportant. 

Indeed, perhaps the best way 
to think of the Pound transla- 
tion is not to think of them as 
translations at all. Yeats “trans- 
lated” Aeschylus knowing very 
little Greek; Christopher Fry 
has done the same for Jean 
Giraudoux not knowing that 
much French, and the results 
have been successful. The orig- 
inal becomes a “pretext” for the 

try. 

Pound's translations, extreme- 
ly successful on their own 
terms, are no more “pure” Noh 
than are Yeats’ late dance-plays. 
Both stem from Noh and both 
are successful so long as one 
does not attempt to make them 
what they are not. 

For they are the work of a 
kind of genius; even when it 
does not fit too well, a glorious 
language clothes these plays. 
Pound was in love with the 
Noh, completely infatuated with 
it, it became. his ideal of “the 
Unity of the Image,” and from 
it sprang some of his best ear- 
ly poetry. —D.R,

But they 
also had a deeper reason. 

They cannot believe that in 
order to trade usefully with 
another fellow you must belong 
to the same or a similar politi- 
cal movement or, so to speak, 
to the same club. They fear as 
a practical matter (and recoil 
from as a matter of tradition) 
an intimacy of alliance that is 
based on mere shipment of 
goods back and forth, 

They don’t care to mix busi- 
ness with sentiment. Moreover 
they don't want their political 
Institutions to be in any way 
dependent upon some other na- 
tion’s ideas, however good a 
customer that nation might be 
for British goods. 

Economically they are strictly 
business; but politically they re- 
tain a feeling of exclusiveness 
that has persisted for a thou- 
sand years. And they know 
that the United States itself has 
held exactly the same idea for 
two centuries. They know we 
never would join any economic- 
political “integration” and are 

uite satisfied with our own 

onstitution and so on. 

Thus they don’t see why we 
have such stars in our eyes 
about the integration drive that 
lies within the Inner Six. 

And, finally, the British have 
long memories. They can recall 
when Napoleon “integrated” the 
continent, and left the British 
Isles in a bad way uwntil the 
Battle of Waterloo. A people 
living in a little island king- 
dom, they are not pleased to 
contemplate another continental 
“integration,” however noble in 
purpose—and certainly not if 
the chief integrater is going to 
to be a strongly revived Ger- 
many.

More Faith in U.N. 


To the Editor: 

The American people are by 
no means unanimous in their 
emiorsement of the United 
States-Japan Security Pact and 
similar entangling alliances. It 
is therefore gratifying to see the 
popular opposition being gener- 
ated to this treaty by the Japa- 
nese Socialists. 


The United Nations Organiza- 
tion was created for the pur- 
pose of maintaining world peace 
and stability. Opposed by many 
at the time of its inception as 
impractical, the United Nations 
was established and United 
States participation assured. 
Our national policy thusly com- 
mitted to the principle of col 
lective action in the settlement 
of disputes, the unilateral enact- 
ment of separate treaties and 
alliances such as the United 
States-Japanese Security Pact 
violates the spirit, if not the 
letter, of our original intention. 

To say that our present for- 
eign policy embracing the con- 
cept of power blocs and joint 
alliances is the product of 
American popular desire is un- 
true. Foreign policy has not 
been publicly debated by either 
political party in our country 
for over 10 years. Rather is it 
true that the will of the people 
has been disregarded in the de- 
termination of our national 
foreign policy? 

Some have advanced the 
thesis that the United Nations 
has been crippled, and therefore 
is not in a position to fulfill its 
intended purpose. If this thesis 
is true, there is still no justifi- 
cation for the creation of blocs 
and alliances since their effect 
is to produce a similar reaction 
on the part of other nations, 
with the United Nations tend- 
ing to fall farther and farther 
into the background. 


Moreover if the cause of 
justice is on our side, as it 
surely must be, there is no 
need to pin our hopes on treat- 
jes and alliances, for in future 
crisis. the nations of the world 
being similarly sympathetic to 
the cause of justice, will rally 
to our side to defeat those who 
obstruct peace and _ justice. 
The United States has nothing 
to fear here. 

Certainly the United Nations 
is imperfect, but by basing our 
policy on the United Nations’ 
principle, we strengthen, rather 
than weaken, it and assist it in 
the attainment of its stated ob- 
jectives. The lesser powers of 
the world, Japan _ included, 
would do well to wed them- 
selves to the United Nations 
instead of the United States. 

This discussion would be im- 
complete if mention of the his- 
torical bad faith of the Soviet 
Union in the United Nations 
were not included. She has 
obstructed its proceedings by 
indiscriminate use of the veto 
power. She has failed to abide 
by its calls for collective action. 
She has circumvented it by in- 
sisting on high power “summit” 
conferences. : She has defended 
its enemies and opponents. She 
has demonstrated no apprecia 
tion of her obligations to inter- 
national society. 

But was the United Nations 
not created to deal with just 
such nations as the Soviet 
Union and would not united 
international pressure exerted 
on her through the United Na- 
tions serve to make her see the 
error of her ways? 

If Soviet Russia is sincere in 
her lately expressed desire for 
peace, then let her cooperate 
with the other nations of the 
world through the United Na- 
tions. Let her remove her ob- 
jections to universal member- 
ship by all nations in the 
international body. Let her 
permit free elections in Korea 
and Germany. And let her use 
her good offices to bring the 
Chinese civil war to @ speedy 
close. 

While awaiting positive action 
by the Soviet Union, let not the 
United States: compound the 
tension and misunderstanding 
by pursuing an independent 
course of her own. 

The motives of Socialist lead- 
ers in opposing the United 
States-Japanese Security Pact 
may be dubious, but the popu- 
lar desire for just peace is uni- 
versal, so let them be acclaimed 
for their efforts toward this 


end,
